WASHINGTON — In a surprising 
shift of course, Republican House leaders 
said Wednesday they were ready to raise 
the nation’s debt limit in return for a 
modest, uncontrovcrsial "down payment" 
of deficit reduction and a scaled-back tax 
cut. 


House Speaker NewfGlnjpich, R-Ga., 
also warned that the national economy 
was- at risk of falling into a recession and 
called for busincis-oricntcd.tax cuts to 
stimulate jobs. 

The decision to agree to raise the debt 
limit would remove a major bargaining 
chip Republicans had hoped to use to 
force President Clinton to agree to their 


terms on Medicare, Medicaid and other 
sensitive areas of their proposal to bal- 
ance the budget in. seven years. Instead, 
those issues would almoy. certainly be 
put oft* until after the fall elections. 

Gingrich’s offer came just a day after. 
Clinton used his' State of the Union ad- 
dress to call on political leaders to seek 
common ground. The oflcr was viewed . 


by some as n striking retreat by GOP 
leaders who have previously pushed a 
■ harder line in budget negotiations. 

White House spokesman Mike McCur- 
ry said Clinton was intrigued by Gin- 
grich’s ideas for resolving the debt ceil- 
ing dispute.

Jones’ tax surcharge 


wrong idea, wrong time 


Proposals for new ways of financ- 
ing school construction arc beginning 
to take shape-in BoiscrTaxpayers - 
won’t necessarily like them. 

Our own Rep. Doug Jones, R-Filcr, 
is a proposing to let local school dis- 
tricts pay for bond issues with an in- 
come-tax surcharge. The attraction of 
— this-idea-is-that-it^s-an-altemative-to- 
thc much-maligned property tax. Vot- 
ers who turn down property tax pro- 
posals mightbcmorc'incli^^ 
a local income tax — especially re- 
tired voters, who arc likely to have 
more property than income. 

But Jones’ -idea contains two basic 
flaws/ 

First, maybe we’re deaf, but we 
don’t hear Idaho citizens clamoring 
for new taxes this year. (As usual, the 
education establishment is doing 
enough clamoring for everybody.) So 
whether the Legislature should do 
anything about school construction in 
this tight-moncy session. is an open 
question. 


Second, if we must have a tax in- 
crease. let it be sales lax. A sales tax 
“taxes yvhat you spcndrnorwhat-you- 
cam or what you own. So, of all the 
tax options, it spreads the burden 
most equitably among those who 
benefit from public schools. Every/ 
body pays. 

— As-a-seeondary— societal-benefit, -a— 
sales tax is. tin incentive to save part 
of your income rather than spend it. 

“ Of thc'Tnany*school=construction'- 
ideas offered so far this year, the best 
'seems to be the one from House 
Speaker Mike Simpson. He proposes 
a state fund to share part of construe- “ 
tion costs with local districts, thereby 
casing the load on property taxpayers. 

A ftind of that sort would be a good 
step, but the trick is finding the mon- 
ey to fill it. 

Can it be done, little by little, by di- 
verting money from elsewhere in- the 
state’s budget? If so, great. But if cre- 
ating Simpson’s fund requires new 
taxes, then this may not be the year. 
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Why ban some media from courtroom?

‘ you know. The Constitution says so. It 
doesn't matter whether you're a business 
person, homemaker, reporter or strectwalk- 
cr. If there’s room in the courtroom andrit’s 
" an open trial or hearing, you con come and 
quietly listen, .even draw pictures of what 
you see as long os you don't disturb anyone. 

Until about a year ago, one thing you 
couldn’t bring to that open courtroom was 
any audio or video recording device. At that 
time, the Idaho Supreme Court allowed for a 
one-year “experiment” that would allow ' 
those reporting tools under very strict condi- 
tions. A statewide committec.of media rep — 
rcscnlati ves — television and newspaper - 
had worked hard to get this privilege. The 
Times-News writes in its Jon. 16 editorial 
that trials should be covered with pen and 
paper only. I disagree. 

Each medium in our modern-day, media 
has its own strengths in reporting. Newspa- 
pers and magazines ore usually thc'word- 
smiths of the bunch, giving you lots of facts 
and details. Radio’s strength is getting it to 
you quickly and often, but in very brief, al- 
most head l ine form.

Cassia schools try new approach 


Last year’s bond proposal failed, but buildings’ problems remain

BURLEY - Cassia County School 
District offisials are taking a differ- 


ent approach this year in trying to 
raise money for improvement pro- 
jects on five district secondary 
schools. 

In spite of a bond issue proposal 
to raise S22 million for school 
improvements that failed lasf year,

ings have not gone away. District 
Superintendent Everett Howard said. 

The district will use different tac- 
tics to sell a new proposal this year, 
he said.

About 55 percent of those who 
voted last year approved the mea- 
sure.

Howard said that, though there Is 
talk among state legislators this year 
to repeal the two-thirds requirement, 
he gives it a slim chance. . 

"I think the two-thirds is too 
high,” he said. “Wc can impose any 
-other-kind-of-lax-with-a-simple- 
majority and legislation only takes a 
simple majority. But I don't sec any 
hope for change in the law.” ■

Seventy yards from the initial hookup, Bruce 
tailed the steelhead, removed the hook and mca 
sured the fish. It was 32 inches long. After mensur 
ing it, Bruce released it back into the river. 

Bruce landed and, released several others that 
day, with the largest being 36 inches. I managed to 
catch a modest steelhead that measured 28 inches. 

One of the most difficult aspects of fiy fishing for 
steelhead is locating the correct type of water. Deep 
pools and areas with relatively fast currents aren’t 
productive because the fly won’t s ink to th e level n f 
the tishT” Instead, anglers should concentrate on ar 
cas with shallow water that has moderate to mini 
mal current. 

Several options arc available to get the fly down 
to the fish. Fishermen should cany several fijtrjinps. 
with varying sink rates (floating lines and lead gen- 
erally are used when steelhead arc. in water that’s 
chest, deep or less). Weighted or unweighted flies 
are another option; weighted flics may afford an 
other foot or two of depth.

Schwarz apparently was a victim 
of his outspokenness on environ- 
“incntal issues and his support of 
some proposals that faced staunch 
opposition from outdoors groups. 

He had refused to withdraw his 
name from' consideration after the 
Senate Resources and Environment 
Committee recommended that he be 
removed from the licensing board.
